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TARE1122

The following instructions are provided to import data from PC–TARE Version 1.11A into
Version 2.0. This is called the TARE1122 process. To perform this function, you must first have
Version 2.0 loaded on your personal computer. You will also need a data disk that was previously
used to process T&A’s through Version 1.11A.

Step 1. Display the hard-disk drive prompt that was used to install PC–TARE Version 2.0. At
the C>, key in cd\tare and press [Enter].

Step 2. At the C:\TARE> prompt, key in tare1122 and press [Enter]. Note: If you have installed
the extended version of Version 2.0 on your personal computer, then you should key in
tare1122E and press [Enter]. The message Drive and path to import from?...A:\ (backslash)*.*
is displayed. Insert the diskette with Version 1.11A data in the floppy-disk drive. Caution: If
the diskette is not inserted in the floppy-disk drive at this point, this import process will abort.
Press [Enter] or key in the appropriate drive.

Step 3.  A directory listing is displayed. Move the cursor to Master.Dat and press [Enter]. The
message, You need to fill in the information for the Timekeeper that is in charge of this Diskette.
Press ENTER to proceed, is displayed. Press [Enter]. The Authorization Administration screen
is displayed. Follow the instructions provided on Page 74 of the attached procedure and  com-
plete this screen for the timekeeper whose information is being imported.

Step 4. After the data has been entered and saved, the message, Pick the Pay Period/Pay Period
Date for ALL these T&A’s, is displayed. Press [Enter]. The Change Pay Period # screen is dis-
played. Move the cursor to select the appropriate pay period and press [Enter]. (A sample of this
screen and instructions are provided on Page 21 of the attached procedure). The importing pro-
cess will begin.

Note: This process will not import more than one record per social security number. If a record
with a social security number from Version 1.11A is already on the hard drive from Version 2.0,
there will be a warning message and the record will be skipped. Also, if there is a split T&A re-
cord from Version 1.11A, only the first half of the split T&A will be imported into Version 2.0.

Step 5. After the importing process is complete, key in cd(space)\ (backslash). You will be re-
turned to the root directory.
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About This Procedure

This procedure provides instructions for installing,
accessing, and operating the Personal Computer Time
and Attendance Remote Entry System (PC–TARE). The
following information will help you to use the procedure
more effectively and to locate further assistance if
needed.

How The Procedure Is Organized

Primary sections, page numbering, and the amendment
process are described below:

System Overview describes what the system is used for
and provides related background information.

Software Installation provides information on instal-
ling or updating PC–TARE on the personal computer.

System Access provides access security information and
instructions for accessing the system.

Operating Features describes the system’s design and
how to use its operating features.

Data Entry (Access Level 1) gives instructions for select-
ing options from the system’s primary selection screen to
add, browse, edit, find, print, sort, and query T&A and
employee data, create a transmission file of T&A
records, reindex and back up files, and browse, find,
print, sort, and query tables.

Creating JCL and Transmit Files and Maintaining Tables
(Access Level 2) gives instructions for selecting options
from the system’s primary selection screen to create job
control language and to add, edit, import, and export
tables. It also allows users to perform all functions of
Access Level 1.

Setting Up User Access (Access Level 3) gives instructions
for selecting options from the system’s primary selection
screen to set up PC–TARE user access. It also allows
users to perform all functions of Access Levels 1 and 2.

Instructions for each menu and menu option are pro-
vided under a separate heading. All options on a submenu
are  covered before going to the next option on the main
menu. The menu and option screens are presented as fig-
ures within the text.

Pages are numbered consecutively at the bottom of each
page. If the procedure is amended, point pages (e.g., 3.1,
3.2, etc.) are used as needed to accommodate additional
pages. All amended pages are marked at the bottom with
the amendment number and date.

If you begin receiving this procedure after it has been
amended, you will receive the publication with all
amendments and bulletins. Remove and insert amended

pages according to the accompanying page control chart
so that your procedure is current.

What Conventions Are Used

This procedure uses the following visual aids:

Messages displayed by the system are printed in ital-
ics. Example: The message Delete Successful is dis-
played.

Field specifications are also printed in italics. Exam-
ple: Agency (required, alphanumeric field; 2 positions).
Key in the document control number.

Data that is system generated or that you must key in
exactly as shown is printed in bold italics. Example: Key
in 32.

Emphasized text within a paragraph is printed in bold.
Example: A subtotal of each column and a grand total
are calculated.

Figure, exhibit, and appendix references link figures,
exhibits and appendixes with the text. These references
are printed in a bold font as shown here. Example: The
PC–TARE main menu (Figure 13 ) is displayed.

References to sections within the procedure are
printed in bold as shown here. Example: See This is dis-
cussed under Installing Or Updating the Software,
Step 7.

Keyboard references are printed in brackets. Example:
Press [Enter]. Press [PF1].

Optional actions at the end of a processing function are
preceded by square bullets. Example:

• To exit the system, press [Esc].

Important extra information is identified as a note.
Example: Note: This help is available for most fields.

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System Overview

The Personal Computer Time and Attendance Remote
Entry System (PC–TARE) is a personal computer system
of the U.S. Department of Agriculture (USDA). PC–
TARE is used to prepare and create a transmit file of time
and attendance (T&A) data, to be sent electronically to
the National Finance Center (NFC).

The Payroll/Personnel System database is maintained at
NFC in a centralized computer system. Through the use
of PC–TARE and local telecommunication capabilities,
agencies can prepare T&A’s on their personal computers
and transmit them to NFC for processing.

T&A transmission files are transmitted through a com-
munication connection that the agency establishes with
NFC. NFC assigns a unique eight-digit batch number to
the transmitted T&A’s and sends back to the agency con-
firmation of the number of T&A’s received. The con-
firmation is a summary reflecting the total number of
80-character records, total hours, and total transaction
codes received. The T&A’s are entered into the T&A Val-
idation System (TIME) data file where they await proces-
sing.

The initial processing of the T&A’s is accomplished
through TIME, which reads, collects, edits, audits, and
validates the data for payment. All errors encountered are
reflected on an error list, and the T&A in question is
placed in an error suspense file. The T&A is corrected at
NFC and is processed through TIME again. After the
T&A passes all edits and is validated, the data is updated
on the database for subsequent payment processing.

Processing continues with the application of the Payroll
Processing System (PAYE). Using the data reported on
the T&A and the related personnel information from the
database, PAYE computes the employee’s gross pay,
makes applicable deductions, applies adjustments from
the Adjustment Processing System, develops the net
amount due, and prepares data for the issuance of a salary
payment by Treasury. The system updates the database to
reflect salary payments as well as the employee’s leave.
PAYE also prepares an earnings statement for all paid
employees each pay period, reflecting the current pay-
ment, plus year-to-date information on earnings, deduc-
tions, leave, bonds, adjustments, retirement, etc.

Timely submission of T&A’s is very important since it
impacts the employee’s pay. T&A’s should be closed on
the last day of the pay period and processed as soon as
possible. Ideally, T&A’s should be transmitted to the
NFC no later than the Tuesday following the last day of
the pay period.

Agencies can obtain information concerning the updates
to the Payroll/Personnel database through the Informa-

tion/Research Inquiry System (IRIS). (See Title I, Chap-
ter 15, IRIS.)

Below is a broad outline for using PC–TARE:

1. The agency designates an individual(s) to install and
maintain PC–TARE for designated timekeepers. (This
individual should have a working knowledge of DOS
Version 3.1 or above.)

2. The designee installs the software on each timekeep-
er’s PC (Access Level 3). See Access Levels  below.

3. The designee creates and controls the timekeeper’s
password, updates job control language (JCL), and main-
tains system edit tables.

4. Timekeepers enter T&A data for each employee
every pay period.

5. Timekeepers reformat T&A data into a transmission
disk file to be transmitted to NFC (Access Level 1). See
Access Levels  below.

6 Designated personnel transmit T&A data to NFC
using communications equipment.

Access Levels

Access levels are established by individual(s) with
Access Level 3 authority in the System Access option of
Set-Up. Refer to the Access Level 3 section of this proce-
dure for instructions.

Access Level 1. Allows the user to (1) perform all T&A
functions, (2) add, browse, edit, find, print, sort, query,
and zoom employee data, (3) reindex and backup files,
and (4) browse, find, print, sort, query, and zoom tables.

Access Level 2. Allows the user to (1) transmit T&A’s,
(2) pack and restore files, (3) establish job control lan-
guage, (4) add, edit, import, export tables, and (5) mass
change accounting tables, plus all functions of Access
Level 1.

Access Level 3. Allows the user to install PC–TARE
software, maintain user ID’s, and maintain system tables,
plus all functions of Access Levels 1 and 2.

To ensure accountability for PC–TARE, each agency
must designate an individual(s) with Access Level 3
authority to:

• Install the PC–TARE software.

• Create and control the password record for each autho-
rized user.

• Maintain the system edit tables.

• Provide guidance to users.

This individual(s) is responsible for safeguarding the
PC–TARE software at the agency location and acts as
liaison between the PC–TARE users and NFC for PC–
TARE matters. In addition, the agency security officer
(or assigned communications officer) is responsible for
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establishing transmission capabilities. (For more
information about computer security, see Title VI, Chap-
ter 2, Security Access Procedures.)

Record Retention Requirements

For T&A data electronically transmitted to the NFC,
agencies must maintain the certified T&A report
(i.e., printout, worksheet, etc.) and all appropriate sup-
porting documentation for a 6-year period in compliance
with the General Records Schedule (GRS)–2 and the
General Accounting Office audit requirements.

The NFC will maintain the personal payment history
required in Fair Labor Standard Act cases and court
ordered restorations as cited in the supplemental autho-
rization NC1–16–79–5 to GRS–2. Note: NFC recom-
mends maintaining prior and current fiscal year data in
case of prior year corrected T&A’s.

Equipment

You will need the following equipment to use the PC–
TARE software:

• A personal computer with 2-1/2 megabytes of
extended memory. Note: If you do not have extended
memory, 580k of available conventional memory is
required.

• One hard-disk drive with 4.0 megabytes of disk space

• One double-sided, double-density (360k or higher)
5 1/4 or 3 1/2-inch floppy-disk drive

• A color monitor with a color graphics adapter card or a
monochrome monitor with a graphics adapter card

• 2048 bytes (2k) free hard drive space for each T&A for
each pay period (space need equals 2k times the num-
ber of T&A’s on the system times the number of pay
periods to be on the system).

• An 80-column printer

• Additional floppy disks for XMIT and backup

Additional equipment that is needed to transmit
T&A data files:

• A 3780 Remote Job Entry (RJE) connection to batch
transmit T&A data to NFC

Optional equipment for using PC–TARE:

• PC–TARE operates on DOS-based Local Area Net-
works (LAN’s)

Note: The LAN operates with DOS 3.1 or greater in order
to use files in a shared mode. The shared mode provides
multi-user capabilities. Two or more users can access the
same file simultaneously.

• PC–TARE operates with a mouse. An appropriate
mouse driver must be installed.

Note: Using a mouse is usually easier and faster than
using a keyboard. However, you can use just the key-
board techniques.

The floppy disk used and produced by PC–TARE may be
transferrable from one PC to another; however, users
may encounter disparities in operating system floppy
disk formatting densities among PC’s. For example, a
transmission disk drive is submitted to a telecommunica-
tion/transmission PC with a low-density disk drive. Con-
sult your PC/MS–DOS manual concerning formatting
options.

Technical Support

NFC’s Information Center personnel are the designated
liaisons between NFC and the agencies using PC–TARE.
Please direct questions about the PC–TARE program
software to the Payroll Information Branch at
504–255–5230. Direct questions about this procedure to
the Directives and Analysis Branch at 504–255–5322.
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Software Installation

The individual designated by the agency to have Access
Level 3 authority will install PC–TARE software follow-
ing these instructions.

Preparing For Installation. The values for files and
buffers must be set before running PC–TARE software.
The value for files must be 65 or greater and the value for
buffers should be set for individual PC’s to ensure best
performance. Refer to Steps 1 through 3 in the Manual
Modifications to the Config.Sys File section for informa-
tion about how to create or modify the Config.Sys file.

Note: The PC–TARE installation software can modify
these files and save a backup copy of the previous file.
This is discussed under Installing Or Updating The Soft-
ware, Step 7.

Individuals with Access Level 3 authority should contact
their Information Resources Management (IRM) Spe-
cialist or Installation/Security Officer about modifying
files and buffers when encountering installation prob-
lems or contact Information Center personnel at
504–255–5230.

Step 1. Turn on your computer and monitor.

Step 2. Display the hard-disk drive prompt in accordance
with instructions for your equipment.

For the purpose of this procedure, the hard-disk drive and
its prompt are referred to as drive C and the C> prompt.
(See Figure 1.) If your hard drive is identified differently,
use your hard-disk drive identifier in place of the C>.

The floppy-disk drive and its prompt are referred to as
drive A and the A>. If your floppy drive is identified dif-
ferently, use your floppy-disk drive identifier in place of
the A>.

Installing Or Updating The Software. Follow the steps
below to install or update the software.

Step 1. With the C> displayed, insert the PC–TARE dis-
kette into your PC’s floppy-disk drive (or external-disk).

Step 2. Key in A: at the C> and press [Enter]. The C>
changes to the A>.

Step 3. To install the software, key in install at the A>
and press [Enter].

Note: If your system is monochrome, key in install
(space)–m and press [Enter].

The word INSTALL is displayed followed by the message
Getting Custom Information...One Moment, Please. The
Installation Main Menu (Figure 2) is displayed immedi-
ately following this message. The menu provides four
installation options: Install PC–TARE, Update PC–
TARE, Get a New Copy of a File, and Finished. As a selec-
tion is highlighted, a pop-up window is displayed
describing the function. For example, when Install PC–
TARE  is highlighted, the message Install Everything is
displayed.

Use the function keys displayed at the bottom of the
screen as follows:

• To display information for assistance during installa-
tion, press [F1].

• To shell out to the operating system, press [F2]. The
message Do You Wish To Exit To The Operating System
And Then Return? Press “Y” For Yes, “N” For No Or
<Ctrl>X To Quit is displayed. Key in Y. The operating
system prompt is displayed. Key in Exit and press [Enter]
to return to the Installation Main Menu.

• To display a summary of your system, press [F3]. You
are now ready to install PC–TARE (first installation)
(Step 4) or update (subsequent installations) (Step 5).

Caution: The install option overwrites existing T&A
data in your files. Therefore, if you want to retain T&A
data keyed into an earlier version of the software, use the
update option. When the software is upgraded and a new
version is provided to you, discard the outdated diskette
and put the new one in a safe place for future use. NFC
does not support prior versions of the software.

Step 4. For a first-time installation, at the Main Menu
with Install PC–TARE highlighted, press [Enter]. The
message Select A Drive For Installation. You’ll Need
XXXXXX Bytes Of Available Space For Fixed Drive
Installation. Press The Letter For The Drive Of Your
Choice Or Use The Arrow Keys, Then Press <Enter> is
displayed with C: a local fixed drive (XXXXXXXX
bytes available) highlighted (Figure 3). Press [Enter] to
select drive C or move the cursor to another drive and
press [Enter].

Manual Modifications to the Config.Sys File. Follow
the following steps to modify the Config.Sys file:

Step 1. Check the root directory for a file named Con-
fig.Sys. At the C>, key in Type Config.Sys and press
[Enter].

If the message File Not Found is displayed, you may
allow the installation procedure to create the file with
appropriate entries or go to Step 4.

If the Config.Sys file (Figure 9 ) is displayed, go to
Step 5� Note: Figure 8 is an example only. Files and buff-
ers statements are the primary elements that need to be
verified.

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System Access

Security And Remote Terminal Usage

PC–TARE access security is designed to provide levels
of software functionality for authorized users. For
information about access security, including user identi-
fication numbers (user ID’s), passwords, and obtaining
access to a specific system, see the Remote Terminal
Usage procedure, Title VI, Chapter 2, Section 1.

Sign-On

To sign on after PC–TARE is installed on your PC:

1. Display the C> prompt on your PC.

2. Key in TARE.

3. The NFC banner screen (Figure 10 ) is displayed
momentarily, then the PC–TARE banner screen
(Figure 11 ) is displayed.

4. Respond to the prompts as follows:

 1 User ID. Key in your PC–TARE user ID
(e.g., NF999) and press [Enter].

 2 Password. Key in your PC–TARE password. (Your
password is not displayed on the screen.)

5. Press [Enter]. The message Opening
TAREXXXX.DBF is displayed.

6. The PC–TARE main menu (Figure 13 ) is displayed.

Instructions for using the PC–TARE main menu begin on
page 21.

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Operating Features

This section describes the system’s design and operating
features. The following are special features of PC–
TARE.

Help. PC–TARE has a Help feature that provides tutorial
information at the stroke of a key [F1]. When the help fea-
ture is used, pop-up windows that provide help text are
displayed. Note: This help feature is available for most
fields.

Note: The point and shoot feature is available for many
fields in the PC–TARE program.

Option Selection. The options available depend on the
access level of the user. After you access PC–TARE, the
PC–TARE main menu screen is displayed showing the
main menu bar with available options. Menu options may
be accessed either by moving to the appropriate option
with the arrow keys or by keying in the first letter of the
option needed.

Pop–Up Screen. This feature provides users with the
capability to look at a list of valid choices for a given
field. When a selection is made for which the pop-up fea-
ture is available, a pop–up window is displayed with a list
of valid choices.

Pull–Down Screen. This feature provides users with a
list of available options. For example, when you select
Tables from the main menu bar, the Tables screen is dis-
played with a pull-down list of the PC–TARE tables.

System Edits

As you enter data, PC–TARE edits certain data elements
to ensure accuracy. If an error occurs, an error message is
displayed in a pop-up window. The user can then make
corrections before creating the transmit file.

Navigation Through The PC–TARE Menus

PC–TARE provides several methods to navigate through
the menu bars. To transfer from one option to another, fol-
low one of the methods below:

• Move the cursor with the left and right arrow keys to
highlight an option and press [Enter].

• Click on an option with the mouse.

• Key in the first letter of the option.

Function Keys

Your keyboard includes:

• Program function keys ([PA], [PF], [F], etc.), used to
execute functions and display specific screens in the
system

• Other function keys ([Enter], [Ins], etc.)

Point and Shoot. This feature provides users with the
capability to look at a list of valid choices for a given field
and to select the appropriate choice and bring it back to
the field. Through a technique known as point and shoot,
users view the choices, point to the appropriate one, and
shoot it back to the field. This feature makes reference
materials available at the stroke of a key.

For instructions on your equipment usage for these keys,
see the manufacturer’s operating guide.

The special functions of these keys in PC–TARE are dis-
played at the bottom of each screen. Descriptions are pro-
vided below:

Key Functions

Used to enter (i.e., send to the system) the
keyed-in data or used to move to the next
field.

Used to move to the next field. 

Used to display help text. Note: If help is
available for a particular screen, the help text
is displayed in a pop-up window.

After you access PC–TARE, the PC–TARE main menu
(Figure 13) is displayed showing the main menu bar with
six options.

Below is a brief description of each option.

1. Records. Used to view, add, modify, or print T&A or
employee data.

2. Print. Used to print T&A data.

3. Xmit. Used to transmit T&A data.

4. Tables. Used to view or print data from the tables
maintained in PC–TARE.

5 Utilities. Used to reindex files and back up files to
floppy.

To display a help screen for an option, move to the option
and press [F1]. The Help screen (Figure 14) is displayed.
To return to the previous PC–TARE screen, press [Esc].

To select an option from the PC–TARE main menu, move
to the applicable option and press [Enter].

The screen for the selected option is displayed.

Instructions follow for selecting and using the system
options.

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Records

Records is the first option on the main menu bar
(Figure 13). This option is used to view, add, or modify
T&A and employee data.

To select this option, with the cursor on Records at the
main menu bar, press [Enter]. The Records menu is dis-
played with 2 options (Figure 15).

T&A Data

T&A Data is the first option on the Records menu. This
option is used to enter, view, modify, locate, print, and
update T&A data. To select this option, press [Enter]. The
T&A Data screen (Figure 16) is displayed with a menu
bar at the top of the screen. Listed on the menu bar are
several functions.

Below is a brief description of each function:

1. Change PP #. Used to roll a set of T&A’s to the new
pay period. This option makes copies of the old T&A’s
and rolls them to the new pay period.

2. TcItems. Used to key in the transaction code, hours,
and accounting data on an employee’s T&A.

3. Header. Used to add, view, or change data needed to
process a T&A.

4. Leave. Used to enter T&A leave and special
amounts.

5. Update. Used to update the T&A for transmission
after all entries have been made.

6. Browse. Used to locate and view existing T&A
records.

7. Find. Used to locate and view an existing T&A
record.

8. Sort. Used to set the T&A index order.

9. Opts. Used to add, query, and print.

10. Zoom. Used to access employee data and all tables
without leaving the T&A record.

The following are instructions for using these functions.

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Changing A Pay Period #. This function will roll all
T&A’s that were processed the previous pay period for
the current timekeeper. At the T&A Data screen, with the
cursor positioned on the Change Pay Period # function,
press [Enter]. The message Pick a Pay Period for the new
T&A’s is displayed. Press [Enter]. A list of pay periods
and corresponding start dates is displayed (Figure 17).
Move the cursor with the up or down arrow keys to the
applicable pay period number and press [Enter]. The pay
period selected will be used on T&A’s being prepared. To
return to the T&A Data screen, press [Esc]. If the pay
period number for a specific T&A is other than the rolled
pay period number, it must be changed on the Add func-
tion of the Opts menu.

Modifying TcItems. At the T&A Data screen (Figure 16),
use the up or down arrow keys to locate the T&A to be
modified. Select TcItems from the menu bar and press
[Enter]. The line items portion of the T&A is highlighted.

Complete the fields as follows:

 1 Transaction Code (required, numeric field; 5 posi-
tions). This code is used to record hours worked,
absences, allowances/differential entitlements, and other
entitlements. This field contains 3 parts; the TC, the pre-
fix, and the suffix. Key in the 2-digit TC and press
[Enter]. The cursor is positioned in the prefix portion of
the TC. Key in the 2-digit prefix, if applicable, and press
[Enter]. The cursor is positioned in the suffix position of
the TC. Key in the 1-digit suffix, if applicable, and press
the right arrow key.

 2 Week 1 (First Week Hours and Fractions)
(required, Hours – numeric field; max. of 4 positions,

Fractions – numeric field; 2 positions). This field is used
to record hours in pay status and monetary amounts for
allowances, differentials, and deductions and hours in
nonpay status for the first week of the pay period. Key in
the number of whole hours in the first 4 positions. If frac-
tions must be recorded, key in “.” (period), and one of the
following entries in the last 2 positions:

Blank = No Fraction
25 or 1=1/4 hour 
50 or 2=1/2 hour 
75 or 3=3/4 hour

 3 Week 2 (Second Week Hours and Fractions)
(required, Hours – numeric field; max. of 4 positions,
Fractions – numeric field; 2 positions). This field is used
to record hours in pay status and monetary amounts for
allowances, differentials, deductions, and hours in non-
pay status for the second week of the pay period. Key in
the number of whole hours in the first 4 positions. If frac-
tions must be recorded, key in “.” (period), and one of the
following entries in the last 2 positions:

25 or 1=1/4 hour 
50 or 2=1/2 hour 
75 or 3=3/4 hour

 4 Accounting (conditional, numeric field; 27 posi-
tions). This code is used to disburse and charge the
employee’s pay and related expenditures to the proper
accounting records. Enter the applicable code and press
[Enter]. To duplicate the accounting code entry from the
previous line in its entirety, press the / (slash) key.
Note: Do not enter data in this field if a 2 is entered in the
Acct Code field on the T&A Header screen.

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If an accounting classification code is entered and is not
in the Accounting Table, the list of codes maintained in
the Accounting is displayed. This indicates that the
accounting classification code entered is invalid. Follow
one of the instructions listed below:

• To replace the invalid entry with any of the accounting
classification codes listed. Move to the appropriate
code and press [Enter].

• To edit a code listed on the table by pressing the [PF2]
key.

• To add the code entered on the T&A, press the [Grey
Plus] key.

• To delete a code on the table, press the [Del] key.

Note: The above instructions are only valid when an
invalid entry is keyed in and the accounting codes listing
is displayed. You must have an access leave of 2 or 3 to do
this.

If the accounting table is left blank, there will be no val-
idation of the accounting codes entered on the T&A data
record. All accounting codes entered will be accepted.

• To add another TC line, press the Insert key. At any
point during data entry, press [Ctrl] + [W] to end and save
the data. To remove the TC line, press [Del].

• To delete a T&A entry line, press the [Del] key on that
line.

Modifying A Header. At the T&A Data screen, move the
cursor to Header and press [Enter]. The Time and Atten-
dance (T&A) Header screen is displayed (Figure 18).

Tour Change on the T&A. A Change in type of employ-
ment/tour of duty can be accomplished without process-
ing a personnel action provided the special employee
code int he data base allows a tour change to be pro-
cessed on the T&A. Before changing an employee’s
tour of duty, contact your personnel office to confirm
that this option is approved for use by your agency.

To change an employee’s type of employment or tour of
duty, Field 5 (Type of Employment) and Field 14 (NFC

This data is generated from the employee’s
leave category and usage. This option is used to add,
modify, and view leave balances.

Complete the fields as follows:

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Updating A T&A Record. At the T&A Data screen,
move the cursor to Update and press [Enter]. If no error
conditions exist on the T&A, the updating process is per-
formed and the check is removed from the Need to
Update block. If any error conditions do exist, an error
message will be displayed. The error must be corrected
before the T&A can be successfully updated.

Browsing A T&A Record. At the T&A Data screen,
move the cursor to Browse and press [Enter]. A pop-up
window listing all T&A’s in the file is displayed. To view
a record, use the arrow keys to move to the record needed
and press [Enter]. The T&A record is displayed. You may
view this record or modify it by selecting one of the T&A
Data menu options. Note: If a T&A record has been pre-
pared for transmission, the word “history” will display at
the top of the record.

Finding A T&A Record. At the T&A Data screen, move
the cursor to Find and press [Enter]. Note: This option is
helpful when dealing with very lengthy tables. The Find
menu is displayed with 4 options (Figure 21). Move the
cursor to your selection and press [Enter]. Key in the
required data and press [Enter]. The selected record is
displayed. You may view the record or modify it by
selecting one of the T&A Data menu options.

Sorting T&A Records. At the T&A Data screen, move
the cursor to Sort and press [Enter]. The Sort menu is dis-
played with 3 options (Figure 22).

Move the cursor to your selection and press [Enter]. The
file is sorted to your specifications.

Accessing T&A Record Options. At the T&A Data
screen, move the cursor to Opts and press [Enter]. The
Opts menu is displayed with 6 options (Figure 23). With
the arrow keys, move to the appropriate option, and press
[Enter].

Below is a brief description of each function:

Add. Used to add a T&A record for an employee who did
not have a T&A transmitted in the previous pay period.

Query. Used to select records to view or print that meet
certain specified criteria.

Print. Used to print T&A’s.

Xmit. Used to prepare a transmission disk.

Adding One T&A Record. This function is used to add
one record. For example, an intermittent whose T&A has
not been updated for several pay periods and must have
one processed for the current pay period. At the Pay
Period screen, move to the applicable pay period and pay
period date with the arrow keys and press [Enter].

Creating A Query. This option is used to select records to
view or print that meet certain specified criteria. The
Query menu is displayed (Figure 24). On this menu are
several options: Query Optimization is On, Create a New
Query, Directly Edit Query, Modify the Current Query,
Undo the Current Query, Read a Query From Disk, and
Save the Current Query.

Below is a brief description of each option:

Query Optimation is On. Used to indicate that PC–
TARE is building an index file of the query.

Create a New Query. Used to add a new query.

Directly Edit Query. Used to write a query statement
using programming language. Note: You must know
how to write in the Clipper language to edit hard-coded
language.

Modify the Current Query.  Used to add to the current
query. An initial query must have been made before this
option is activated.

Undo the Current Query. Used to erase the query from
memory. An initial query must have been made before
this option is activated.

Read a Query From Disk. Used to recall a query from a
list of saved queries on your hard drive.

Save the Current Query. Used to name and save a query
to the hard drive for future use. An initial query must have
been made before this option is activated.

To create a new query, move the cursor to Create A New
Query and press [Enter]. Select the criteria you want in
the Field and Operator tables and key in a value or expres-
sion. When all the criteria is entered, move the cursor to
Done and press [Enter]. A screen is displayed with 3 op-
tions: Execute the query now; Save the query, Do not
execute; and Save and Execute the query. Move the cur-
sor to the applicable option and press [Enter].

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Printing T&A Records. There are 2 options available
which can be used to print T&A’s.

The message, Accept NFC User–Id and Password? Yes
No Cancel, is displayed. Select Yes transmit. A message,
Drive, Path, and File Name for XMIT File?..., is dis-
played. Insert XMIT disk in designated drive and press
[Enter]. A message, Building XMIT for xxx, is displayed.
This message indicates which T&A’s are being trans-
mitted and displays the employee’s name and SSNO.
Immediately after this message is displayed, another
message, Building of the XMIT File is complete –– ––
There are x T&A’s in the file, is displayed. Press any key.
Remove the diskette and press [Esc] to exit.

You may also Xmit the T&A you are currently on. Move
the cursor to Xmit Selected T&A’s and press [Enter]. The
message, You will only transmit the single T&A you are
on. SELECT Xmit to transmit more than this one OR to
continue, CANCEL to backup and reselect. Ok Cancel is

displayed. Press Ok to Xmit the single T&A. The Xmit

After the transmission file is created, the message Build-
ing of the XMIT file is complete – There are X T&A’s in the
file.

Note: Once a T&A has been transmitted, it cannot be
edited. It can be retransmitted only if there are no
changes. If changes must be made, a corrected T&A must
be submitted.

Zooming. This option allows you to access the Employee
Data screen and all tables screens without leaving the
T&A record. At the T&A Header screen, move the cursor
to Zoom and press [Enter]. The Zoom menu is displayed
with a list of options (Figure 28). Move the cursor to the
applicable option and press [Enter]. After changes are
made, press [Esc] to return to the T&A Header screen.

For example, while entering data in TcItem, you would
use the Zoom feature to verify an accounting code in
Tables and return to the T&A without losing the record.

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Preparation Of Corrected T&A’s

Corrected T&A’s may be processed up to 26 pay periods.
The original T&A must be marked as transmitted on the
Browse screen before a corrected T&A can be prepared.

To prepare a corrected T&A, select Records from the
PC–TARE main menu. Select T&A Data from the pull-
down menu. Select Browse from the T&A Data menu
bar. Use the up and down arrow keys to locate the T&A to
be corrected. Press [Enter]. Select Header from the T&A
Data menu bar. The message, This TA has been trans-
mitted and cannot be edited. Would you like to copy this
TA to a CORRECTED TA that you could then edit? Ok
Cancel, is displayed. The cursor is positioned on Ok.
Press [Enter]. The T&A is copied and a check is inserted
in the Corrected field, marking this record as a corrected
T&A. Press [Esc]. Select TcItem from the T&A Data
menu bar. Correct the necessary data. Select Update from
the T&A Data menu bar.

Preparation Of Split T&A’s

To prepare a split T&A, select Records from the PC–
TARE main menu. Select T&A Data from the pull-down
menu. Select Browse from the T&A Data menu bar. Use
the arrow keys to locate the T&A to be split. To split the
T&A, you must either key in Y or press the space bar in
the Split field of the Header screen, and press [Enter]. A
check will be inserted in this block. The question Do you
really want to split this T&A? Ok Cancel, is displayed.
The cursor is positioned on Ok. Press [Enter]. The T&A
will be separated into 2 halves. The Start Day/End Day
must be completed for a split T&A to indicate time and
attendance reported before and after a status change. If a
split T&A is not needed, press [Enter] to advance to the
next field. Enter the start day for Page 2 of the split T&A
and then [Ctrl] + [W] to save. A message, Write the
Changes to Disk OK Cancel, is displayed. Press [Enter].
Use the up and down arrow keys to locate Page 1 of the
split. Select Header from the T&A Data menu bar. Press
[Enter]. Enter the End Day. Press [Ctrl] + [W] to save. A
message, Write the Changes to Disk OK Cancel, is dis-
played. Press [Enter]. Select TCItem from the T&A Data
menu bar. Key in any changes for Page 1 and remove
entries that will be entered on Page 2. Press [Esc]. Use the
up and down arrow keys to locate Page 2. Select TcItem

from the T&A Data menu bar. Press the [Ins] key to add a
line. Enter the necessary data. Press [Ctrl] + [W] tosave/
update.

Note: If you inadvertently formatted a split T&A, just
remove the check from the Split field by pressing the
space bar. The message, Do you really want to COL-
LAPSE these T&A’s into ONE? Ok Cancel, is displayed.
The cursor is positioned on Ok. Press [Enter].The split
T&A format will be collapsed into one T&A.

Deletion Of T&A Records

To delete a T&A record, select Records from the PC–
TARE main menu. Select T&A Data from the pull-down
menu. Use the up or down arrow keys to locate the T&A
to be deleted. Press the [Del] key. The message, Delete
this record? Ok Cancel, is displayed. The cursor is posi-
tioned on Ok. Press [Enter]. The T&A record is deleted.

Deletion Of Employee Records

All T&A records for an employee must be deleted before
the employee data record can be deleted. After deleting
the last T&A data record, select Zoom from the menu bar
and press [Enter]. Press the [Del] key. The message,
Delete this record? Ok Cancel, is displayed. The cursor is
positioned on Ok. Press [Enter]. The employee record is
deleted. Note: If you attempt to delete an employee
record before all T&A data records are deleted, the mes-
sage Cannot delete till detail records are deleted Okay is
displayed.

After the employee record has been deleted, select Utili-
ties from the PC–TARE main menu. Select Pack from the
pull-down menu. A message, Permanently Remove All
Records marked For Deletion OK Cancel, is displayed.
Select OK. A message, All Records Marked For Deletion
Have Been Removed, is displayed. Press [Enter]. The
program will be reindexed before the Utilities pop-up
menu is displayed.

Preparation Of Continued T&A’s

When more than 13 lines of entry are completed, a con-
tinued T&A is system generated. There is no action
needed by the timekeeper.

Employee Data

Employee Data is an option on the Records menu. This
option is used to enter, view, modify, locate, and print
employee data. Move the cursor to this option and press
[Enter]. The Employee Data screen (Figure 29) is dis-
played with a menu bar at the top of the screen. Listed on
the menu bar are several functions.

Below is a brief description of each function:

Add. Used to add employee data records to the PC–
TARE file.

Browse. Used to view existing employee data records.

Edit. Used to modify existing employee data records.

Find. Used to locate an existing employee data record.

Print. Used to print employee data records.

Sort. Used to set the T&A index order.

Query. Used to select employee data records to view or
print that meet certain specified criteria.

The following are instructions for using these functions:

Adding An Employee Data Record. At the Employee
Data screen, with the cursor positioned on the Add func-
tion, press [Enter]. A blank Employee Data screen is dis-
played.

Complete the fields as follows:

 1 Record #. System generated.

 2 SSNO (required. numeric field; 9 digits). Key in the
employee’s social security number.

 3 Name (Last) (required, alpha field; max. of 25
positions). Key in the employee’s last name.

 4 Name (First) (required, alpha field; max. of 15
positions). Key in the employee’s first name.

 5 Name (Middle) (required, alpha field; max. of 15
positions). Key in the employee’s middle name.

 6 Pay Plan (required, numeric field; 1 position). Key
in 1. A box containing 3 options is displayed. Move the
cursor with the up and down arrow keys to select either
GS (General Schedule), WG (Wage System), or OT
(Other) and press [Enter].

 7 Emp Type (required, numeric field; 1 position).
Key in 1. A box containing 5 options is displayed. Move
the cursor with the up and down arrow keys to select
either FT (full-time), PT (part-time), INT (Intermittent),
IN6 (Intermittent substitute for full-time employees), or
40 (First 40) and press [Enter].

 8 Duty Hours (required, numeric field; hours –
3 positions, fractions – 2 positions). Complete this field
for part-time employees only. The value must match the
Duty Hours Per Pay Period field of the personnel action
for part-time employees. Key in the duty hours per pay
period for the employee. The value cannot exceed 79.3.
The system generates 80 hours for a full-time employee,
112 hours for a fire chief, 144 hours for a firefighter, and 0
hours for an intermittent employee.

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 9 Day Limitation or Int. (required, alpha field;
1 position). If the employee has an appointment with a
day limitation or is an intermittent, either key in Y or press
the space bar and press [Enter]. A check will be inserted
in the block. If the employee does not have a day limita-
tion or is not an intermittent, press [Enter]. to advance to
the next field.

 10 Annl Leave Category (required, numeric
field; 1 position). Key in 1. A box containing 4 options is
displayed. Move the cursor with the arrow keys to select
either 0, 4, 6, or 8 to reflect the employee’s leave hours
earned each pay period and press [Enter].

 11 Annl Leave Ceiling (required, numeric field;

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Set-Up

Set-up is an option on the main menu bar 47. This option
is used to establish or change Job Control Language
(JCL) information.

 4 Job Card Comments. (required, alphanumeric
field;) This field is for agency use, as needed, such as for
telephone number, initials, etc. Note. This field accepts
no hyphens, periods, etc. Press [Enter].

 5 Remote print or ID. (required, alphanumeric
field; 16 positions). Key in local, unless you have a spe-
cific printer ID as defined by NFC. Press [Enter].

 6 Password Edits Active. (required, alpha field;
1 position). Key in Y or N. An X initially appears in this
field. Press [Enter]. Key in Y to edit password entries
against a set of passwords specifically defined by NFC.
This set of passwords contains passwords that will not be
accepted by NFC. If a N is entered, the password entries
will not be edited. Press [Enter].

After all entries are made, the message, Write Changes To
Disk? OK Cancel, is displayed. The cursor is positioned
on OK. Press [Enter]. The entries are saved and you are
returned to the Set-Up menu.
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Setting Up User Access
(Access Level 3)

(Access Level 3 allows the user to set up PC–TARE user access. It also allows users to
perform all functions of Access Levels 1 and 2.)
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PC–TARE Main Menu (Access Level 3)

After you access PC–TARE, the PC–TARE main menu
(Figure 13) is displayed showing the main menu bar with
six options.

Below is a brief description of each option.

1. Records. Used to view, add, modify, or print T&A or
employee data.

2. Print. This option is not available. The T&A print
function is located within the Opts functions for
T&A Records.

3. Xmit. This option is not available. The T&A trans-
mission function is located within the Opts functions for
T&A Records.

4. Tables. Used to enter, edit, view, or print data for the
tables maintained in PC–TARE.

5. Utilities. Used to reindex files, pack all files, backup
files to floppy, and restore files from floppy to hard drive.

6. Set-up. Used to create the job control language con-
figuration and authorization access levels for PC–TARE
users.

To select an option, move to the option and press [Enter].
The following pages provide instructions for selecting
and using Set-up.
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Set-Up

Set-Up is an option on the main menu bar (Figure 46).
This option is used to establish or change Job Control
Language (JCL) information and to establish authoriza-
tion levels for PC–TARE users.

To select this option, move to Set-Up on the main menu
bar and press [Enter]. The Set-Up menu Screen (Fig-
ure 53) is displayed with 2 options, JCL and System
Access.

Establishing System Access. This option is used to estab-
lish authorization levels for PC–TARE users. At the Set-
Up menu, move the cursor to System Access and press
[Enter]. The Authorization Administration screen
(Figure 55) is displayed with a menu bar at the top of the
screen. Listed on the menu bar are several functions:

Below is a brief description of each function:

Add. Used to add a PC–TARE user.

Browse. Used to view existing PC–TARE users.

Edit. Used to modify existing PC–TARE user informa-
tion.

Find. Used to locate an existing PC–TARE user.

Print. Used to print PC–TARE user information.

Sort. Used to set the PC–TARE user index order.

Query. Used to select PC–TARE user information to
view or print that meet certain specified criteria.

Import. Used to load PC–TARE user data files into the
PC–TARE database on various PC’s after you have
exported the files from another PC.

Xport. Used to transfer PC–TARE user data files onto a
disk to import to various PC’s.

The following are instructions for using these functions:

Adding A PC–TARE User. At the Authorization Admin-
istration screen, with the cursor positioned on the Add
function, press [Enter]. A blank Authorization Adminis-
tration Screen is displayed.

Complete the fields as follows:

 1 Record #. This field is system generated.

 2 Name (Last, First, Middle) (required, alpha field;
Last – max. of 25 positions, First – max. of 15 positions,
Middle – max, of 15 positions). Key in the user’s last,
first, and middle names.

 3 User ID (required, alphanumeric field; max. of
7 positions). Key in the user–ID.

 4 Password (required, alpha field; max. of 8 posi-
tions). Key in the password. For security reasons, the
password will not be displayed on the screen. A series of
periods will be displayed instead. Press [Enter] to
advance to the next field.

 5 Access Level (required, numeric field; 1 position).
Key in the user’s access level.

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 6 Agency (required, alphanumeric field; 2 posi-
tions). Key in the agency code.

 7 State (required, numeric field; 2 positions). Key in
the state code.

 8 Town (required, numeric field; 4 positions). Key in
the town code.

 9 Unit (required, numeric field; 2 positions). Key in
the unit code.

 10 Timekeeper Number (required, numeric field;
2 positions). Key in the timekeeper’s number.

 11 Org Unit (required, alphanumeric field; 50 posi-
tions). Key in the organizational unit.

 12 Address (required, alphanumeric field; 2 lines of
50 positions each). Key in the organization’s address.

 13 Phone (required, numeric field; 10 positions). Key
in the organization’s phone number.

 14 Reset Compensatory Time (conditional, alpha
field; 1 position). Compensatory time earned may be liq-
uidated by the end of the leave year, carried forward to the
following year, or paid in full. Follow your agency policy
regarding compensatory time at year end. To liquidate
compensatory time balances at the end of the year, either
key in Y or press the space bar. A check will be inserted in
the block. To carry compensatory time balances to the
next year, press [Enter].

Deleting A PC–TARE User. To delete a record, use the
arrow keys to move to the record and press [Enter]. The
system access record is displayed. Press the delete key.
the message Delete This Record?...Ok Cancel is dis-
played with Ok highlighted. To delete, press [Enter]. the
message <Deleted> is displayed at the bottom of the
screen. To cancel the delete, move to the Cancel prompt
and press [Enter].

Browsing System Access Records. Move to the Browse
function and press [Enter]. To view a record, use the

arrow keys to move to the record and press [Enter]. The
system access record is displayed.

Editing A System Access Record. To locate the system
access record you want to change, move the cursor to
Browse or Find and press [Enter]. Use the arrow keys to
scroll and select a system access record. The system
access record selected will display on the Authorization
Administration screen. Move to the Edit function and
press [Enter]. Key in changes and press [Ctrl] + [W] to
save. The message Write The Changes To Disk...Ok Can-
cel is displayed. the cursor is positioned on Ok. Press
[enter]. You may now edit another record. To choose
another system access record to edit, press [Esc] to return
to the Find or Browse functions.

Finding A System Access Record. Move the cursor to the
Find function and press [Enter]. Note: This option is
helpful when dealing with very lengthy tables. You may
search for a specific system access or employee record.
Move the cursor to your selection and press [Enter]. Key
in the required data at the second pull-down menu and
press [Enter]. The selected record is displayed. If the sys-
tem access record entered is not found in the table, the
message XXXX Not Found In System Access is displayed.
Press any key to continue.

Printing The Systems Access Table. This option is used
to print the Systems Access table. At the Authorization
Administration screen, move the cursor to Print and press
[Enter]. The Reports on File screen is displayed with one
option available, Authorization Administration Listing.
Press [Enter]. You must now choose one of the following:

Go. Used to execute printing directly to a printer.

Cancel. Used to stop the execution of the printing pro-
cess.

Settings. Used to allow the user to specify report settings.
After selecting Settings, the Report Manager Screen is
displayed (Figure 24). The cursor is positioned in the
Send Output To section. Move the cursor to Printer and
press [Enter]. Note: The program defaults to printer.
Then, key in the number of copies to print, the page to
begin printing, and the page to end printing.

Query. This option is not available.
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Sorting The System Access Table. Move the cursor to the
Sort function and press [Enter]. The Sort menu is dis-
played with three options (Figure 56). Move the cursor to
the desired order (record number, User ID, or Time-
keeper Key) and press [Enter]. The System Access table
will be sequenced in the order specified.

Querying The System Access Table. Move the cursor to
the Query function and press [Enter]. The Query menu is
displayed (Figure 23). On this menu are several options:
Query Optimization Is On, Create A New Query,
Directly Edit Query, Modify The Current query, Undo
The Current Query, Read A Query From Disk, and Save
The Current Query.

Below is a brief description of each option:

Query Optimization is On. Used to indicate that PC–
TARE is building an index file of the query.

Create a New Query. Used to add a new query.

Directly Edit Query. Used to write a query statement
using programming language. Note: You must know
how to write in the Clipper language to edit hard-coded
language.

Modify the Current Query.  Used to add to the current
query.

Undo the Current Query. Used to erase the query from
memory.

Read a Query From Disk. Used to recall a query from a
list of saved queries on your hard drive.

Save the Current Query. Used to name and save a query
to the hard drive for future use.

To create a new query, move the cursor to Create A New
Query and press [Enter]. Select the criteria you want in
the Field and Operator tables and key in a value or expres-
sion. When all the criteria is entered, move the cursor to
Done and press [Enter]. A screen is displayed with 3
options: Execute the query now; Save the query, Do not
execute; and Save and Execute the query. Move the cur-
sor to the applicable option and press [Enter].

Importing The Authorization Administration Files.
You may use the Import option to load pay periods data
files into the PC–TARE data base on various PC’s after
you have downloaded the files from the NFC’s main-
frame or exported the files from another PC. Move the
cursor to the Import function and press [Enter].

Insert your disk with the data files into your disk drive.
From the Authorization Administration screen, move the
cursor on the menu bar at the top of the screen to Import.
Press [Enter]. The message Do You Want to Overwrite the
File Before Import Yes No Cancel... is displayed. The cur-
sor is positioned on Yes. Press [Enter]. If you do not want
to overwrite the files, move the cursor to No and press
[Enter]. To cancel importing, move the cursor to Cancel
and press [Enter].

Exporting The Authorization Administration Files.
You may use the Export option to transfer data files onto a
disk to import to various PC’s. Move the cursor to the
Xport function and press [Enter].

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The file structure should match the file structure for the
PC–TARE development files. Note: Before you begin to
use the export function, you should backup your PC–
TARE files on a separate disk to avoid accidental loss of
files. If you need assistance at any point, contact the
Information Center. Insert your disk into your disk drive.
From the Authorization Administration screen, move the
cursor on the menu bar at the top of the screen to Xport.
Press [Enter]. The Drive and Path to Xport to is dis-
played. The system has defaulted in A:\TARE7000.DBF.
In PC–TARE, this path is used for A:. You may use this
path by pressing [Enter] or overtype this path using
another file name. Note: If the file does not exist, the
message No File Found in That Path is displayed. You
must press [Esc] to begin again. If you are not using the A
drive, enter the drive and path you are using and press
[Enter]. The form (extension) of the file to export, e.g.,
DBF=database file, SDF=standard data file, Delim-
ited=spaces, commas, etc., is displayed. The cursor is
positioned on DBF. If you need the defaulted path or
entered another path using the extension DBF, press
[Enter]. Otherwise, move the cursor to SDF or Delimited

and press [Enter]. the message Export complete is dis-
played. The file is exported. Press any key to obtain the
Authorization Administration screen.

If you select Yes or No, the message Drive and Path to
Import From? is displayed. The system has defaulted in
A:\*.*. If you need to view a list of the files on your drive
to choose from, press [Enter]. Otherwise, overtype *.*
with the path of the file to import from and press [Enter].
Note: If you are not using the A drive, key in the drive and
path you are using and press [Enter]. The file selected for
importing is displayed. Press [Enter]. The file you are
importing from and the file you are importing to is dis-
played. Select the extension of the file you are importing
to. The cursor is positioned on DBF. If this is your file’s
extension, press [Enter]. Otherwise, move the cursor to
SDF or Delimited and press [Enter]. The message Please
Wait...Import In Progress followed by Import complete is
displayed. The file is imported. Press any key to obtain
the Pay Periods screen. Note: If the file does not exist, the
message No File Found in that Path is displayed. You
must press [Esc] to begin again.
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Data Transmission

Before T&A data can be transmitted to NFC, the equip-
ment being used for transmission must be linked to the
NFC mainframe using 3780 bysyncronous remote job
entry protocol. This section provides instructions for
establishing the mainframe connection and transmitting
T&A data to NFC.

Establishing The Mainframe Connection

The PC–TARE administrator (or assigned communica-
tions officer) is responsible for establishing the 3780 con-
nection to NFC in accordance with network directions.

To sign-on to NFC, key in /*SIGNON  at position 1. Key
in RMT ### at position 16. Press [Enter].

When NFC is ready to receive your data, the “connec-
tion” screen is displayed with the message $HASP200
RMT### STARTED ON LINE ### (Figure 57 ).

This message indicates that the connection to NFC has
been established. If you do not receive this message, do
not send your data files since NFC is not ready to receive
your transmission. You should either reestablish the con-
nection according to your network directions or try again
later.

Transmitting The Data

After establishing connection to the NFC mainframe,
you are ready to send your Xmit file(s). Key in

A:XMIT.DAT.  Press [Enter]. When NFC has success-
fully received your file(s), the Job Number screen
(Figure 58) is displayed.

The job number is your confirmation that NFC has
received your file(s). You must use this number to inquire
on all subsequent information pertaining to this file(s). If
a message is displayed instead of the job number, the
reception may be incomplete. You should follow the
instructions on the screen or call the Information Center.

Once the job number has been assigned, additional files
may be sent. After all files have been sent, the connection
may be terminated by signing off.

To sign off, key in /*SIGNOFF  at position 1 and press
[Enter].

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Confirming The Transmission

NFC confirms receipt of T&A data by transmitting a con-
firmation report(s) to the T&A contact point location. If
this report is not received, the user should check the status
of the transmission (job), as described below in Checking
Job Status.

To verify the T&A data transmitted against the data
received by NFC, a confirmation report should be printed
at your location after each transmission. Be sure to match
job numbers from the transmission and the confirmation.

Preceding the confirmation report is the job control lan-
guage (JCL) printout, which provides information relat-
ing to the file (job) that has been transmitted. The first
page of the JCL printout (Figure 59) is composed of the
job number, job name, remote device number, and com-

ments established by the PC–TARE administrator. The
information is printed 6 times.

Immediately following the JCL printout is a 3-page
report, JES2 Job Log--System SYSB–NODE NFC, (Fig-
ures 58–60). This report indicates if transmission is com-
plete, incomplete, or abended. If abended, an abend code
(ABEND###) is provided indicating the reason the job
was abended.

The confirmation transmittal (Figure 63) contains total
hours, transaction code, and T&A totals.

The confirmation report (Figures 62–63) follows the JES2
report and consists of 2 pages. This report should be
given to the timekeeper(s) to verify the T&A transmis-
sion(s).

The End Job page (last page printed) (Figure 67) is com-
posed of JCL and indicates the end of the information
from NFC regarding your transmission.

Caution: Do not discard or misplace the Confirmation
Report. It can be requested only once.

After the End Job page prints, you may terminate the con-
nection to NFC.

Note: The mainframe (3780) protocol is synchronous,
even though it used bisynchronous equipment and lines.
This means that while you are transmitting to NFC, NFC
cannot transmit to you, and vice versa. Therefore, you
must wait until the confirmation report(s) is completely
transmitted before transmitting other Xmit file(s). If you

begin transmitting an Xmit file while NFC is transmitting
to you, you will receive a message saying you have con-
tention and cannot send your file.

Checking Job Status

If you have not received a Confirmation Report and wish
to check the status of a job(s) that has been transmitted to
NFC, follow the steps below:

• Connect to NFC as described above in Establishing the
Mainframe Connection.

• After receiving the message indicating NFC is ready to
receive your transmission, key in /*SDJ1–9999 at
position 1. Press [Enter]. All jobs for your remote
device number that are currently in the NFC job queue
are listed with the status of each job, (e.g., awaiting
execution, executing, JCL aborts, output, etc.)

• When the job status indicates output, terminate the
connection by keying in /*SIGNOFF  at position 1 and
press [Enter].
